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Outraged Greenbelt Council Plans 
Strategy to Fight Redistricting

At its meeting October 5, 
city council laid plans for po¬ 
litical and legal challenges to 
the plan for redistricting sub¬ 
mitted to county council Sep¬ 
tember 25. According to that 
plan, Greenbelt and Bowie 
would be in the same single¬ 
member district, an arrange¬ 
ment that Councilman Tom 
JVhite termed the “disenfran¬ 
chisement of the City of 
Greenbelt.” 

To a chorus of support voiced 
by his colleagues and members of 
the public present, Councilman 
Gil Weidenfeld introduced a mo¬ 
tion for a “public airing of the re¬ 
districting matter to be held Tues¬ 
day, October 27. To “generate 
awareness/' he proposed that civ¬ 
ic, homeowner and other associa¬ 
tions be invited, as well as the 
Redistricting Commission, county 
council and state legislative dele¬ 
gation. Print and broadcast me¬ 
dia would be invited. 

Another Weidenfeld motion — 
to investigate a legal challenge to 
the redistricting plan — won unan¬ 
imous approval also. From the 
floor, Eunice Coxon remarked 
that she understood that a court 
test was also being considered by 
the American Civil Liberties Un¬ 
ion, the League of Women Voters 
and the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People. 

Mayor Richard Castaldi an¬ 
nounced that the city would tes¬ 
tify at the public hearing on the 
redistricting plan called by the 
county council, to be held at the 
County Administration Building, 
Upper Marlboro, at 7:30 p.m.,

Tuesday, October 13. Formal ap¬ 
proval ensued on a motion offered 
by White. All members of council 
indicated they proposed to speak. 
Others who may wish to do so

3600. Greenbelters planning to at¬ 
tend may wish to carpool. Barry 
Schlesinger of Citizens for Green¬ 
belt was requested by the Mayor 
to aid in this effort. 

Early in the discussion a letter 
to Chairman Hervey Machen of 
the Redistricting Commission 
from Delegate Joan Pitkin was 
read. She protested the coupling 
of Bowie and Greenbelt as violat¬ 
ing the requirement that districts 
be compact and continguous, the 
population differences among dis¬ 
tricts and the apparent discrimi¬ 
nation against blacks and women 
incumbents, (See letter, p, 2.) 


GERRYMANDER OR PEEGEEMANDER? Whatever the 
name.

Board Opinions Shifting on Marital 
Status Policy of Greenbelt Homes

An hour-long discussion of 
the marital status issue, or 
GHI’s family occupancy re¬ 
quirement, and an equally long 
presentation of the new policy 
for handling delinquent ac¬ 
counts occupied the Board of 
Directors of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. at the regular meeting on 
September 24. 

Pat Clancy of Krooth and Alt¬ 
man, GHI’s Counsel, appeared at 
the meeting to discuss the marital 
status issue arising from the pr 
vision in the GHI mutual owner¬ 
ship contract. The contract states: 
“GHI is a community for fami¬ 
lies: homes must be occupied by 
the member and the members’ 
immediate family — spouse, chil¬ 
dren, foster children, grandchil¬ 
dren, parents, grandparents, 
brothers and sisters.” The legality 
of this requirement was challeng¬ 
ed and upheld in a recent court 


decision regarding an unmarried 
couple who wished to purchase a 
GHI home. However, the Prince 
Georges County Human Relations 
Commission ruled that the family 
occupancy requirement was dis¬ 
criminatory and therefore illegal, 
Clancy was of the opinion that 
GHI’s current provision could 
stand even if challenged in court 
by the Human Relations Commis¬ 
sion. If the board wishes to 
change this policy, other issues 
would then be raised, including 
the rights of current members to 
hold GHI to the -family occu¬ 
pancy clause. 

Many Board members spoke 
against the current family occu¬ 
pancy requirement, Margaret Ho- 
genson felt that there were many 
non-related elderly people who 
would like to combine incomes 
and purchase a GHI home, Steve 
Curtis and others spoke of the 
rising cost of living and the need 
to make GHI homes accessible to 


retired individuals and single 
women. Joe Jenkins felt the issue 
needed a newer, fresher approach 
consistent with today’s social and 
financial needs. 

The Board then discussed how 
the family occupancy provision 
could be changed. Would it need 
a membership meeting, signing 
codicils to the mutual ownership 
contract, or simply revision in fu¬ 
ture contracts? With the consen¬ 
sus of the Board that the family 
requirement should be changed, 
counsel and management were di¬ 
rected to review the provision, 
determine how it should be 
changed, assess the problems 
which might develop, and report 
back to the Board with a recom¬ 
mendation within a month. 

Overdue Accounts 

GHI management presented a 
newly-developed, detailed proce¬ 
dure to follow in collecting de¬ 
linquent accounts. The procedure 
See MARITAL STATUS, pg.

Greenbelt Crime Statistics

The Greenbelt Police Department has compiled crime sta¬ 
tistics for the city of Greenbelt for January-June 1980 and the 
same period for 1981. The statistics show a dramatic increase 
in crime in most categories and an overall increase of 75% 
from 1980 to 1981. 

The Police Department put these statistics together at the 
request of Greenbelt City Manager James K. Giese. The format 
is analogous to a crime statistics report compiled for Prince 
Georges county. The same categories were used in the Green¬ 
belt study as those used in the Prince Georges county study.

By comparison, crimes against 
persons were up only 16% and 
property crimes only 4% in Prince 
Georges County. However, mur¬ 
ders were up 137% in Prince 
Georges County in 1981. 

The Greenbelt Police statistics 
are based on documented reports 
and do not include incidents of 
attempted crime. Also not includ¬ 
ed are such crimes as Peeping 
Tom and indecent exposure for 
which there were no categories 
in the Prince Georges County 
report.

Planning Proceeds 
For Greenbelt Metro 

The prospect of getting more of 
Metrorail into Prince Georges 
County within the next few years 
has increased greatly as a result 
ot key revisions in the Washing¬ 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority Third Interim Capital 
Contributions Agreement, 

Raymond LaPlaca, the County’s 
alternate representative on the 
Metro Board, told council mem¬ 
bers on Tuesday, the agreement 
contains acquisition for rights of 
way for the GreenbeLt (E) and 
the Rosecroft (F) Routes, some 
construction on the E Route and 
the F Route’s Southern Avenue 
tunnel as well as $44 million in 
FY ’83 for construction of the 
West Hyattsville Station which 
will provide a commuter fringe 
lot for bus. “I think this ensures 
completion of the E Route and 
part of the F Route,” LaPlaca 
pointed out. 

Following the briefing, Council 
gave its 9-1 approval of a letter 
to the County Executive author¬ 
izing him to execute the agree¬ 
ment containing the amendments 
on behalf of the County.—From 
Prince Georges County Council- 
gram, Oct, 2, 1981. 


Greenbelt between the two periods 
being compared and these may 
have contributed to the upsurge 
in crime. The opening of most of 
Greenway Shopping Center’s 
businesses took place between the 
two periods being compared. The 
addition of these businesses to the 
list of attractive crime targets 
undoubtedly contributed to the 
increase in crime. Also the GHI 
rehabilitation work was begun 
since the end of the first period in 
the comparison. This work has 
brought large numbers of work¬ 
men and other non-residents to 
the center of Greenbelt and may 
have also added to the crime rate. 


Beitway Plaza Variance 
To Be Heard October 14 

On October 14 at 6 p.m. the re¬ 
quest for a variance for the coin¬ 
operator amusement arcade at 
Beitway Plaza will be heard by 
the Board of Zoning Appeals in 
the County Administration Build¬ 
ing (first floor) in Upper Marl¬ 
boro. If granted as requested, the 
entire shopping center would be 
relieved of landscaping and set¬ 
back requirements along its per¬ 
imeter. 

City Council at its September 14 
meeting took the position that the 
request for a variance should be 
limited to the parcel on which the 
arcade is being built and should 
be denied in any case.

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A Call to Arms! 

Next Tuesday marks a good opportunity for Greenbelt citi¬ 
zens to register their protests against the proposed redistricting 
plan for the specified nine new county council seats. Did we 
say “register their protests”? Scream their outrage would be 
more appropriate. Rarely have politicians dared to act in a 
way so nakedly self-serving. This is why three of the five-mem¬ 
ber Councilmanic Redistricting Commission voted in favor of 
the plan and why six or seven of eleven incumbent councilmen 
are expected to approve. They see it as a design to keep them¬ 
selves in office. 

That makes nine or ten people out of the whole county in 
favor of the plan. Who, on the other hand, oppose it? The 
list is formidable- the League of Women Voters, the black 
leadership of the county, all the county newspapers, the Repub¬ 
lican members of the Commission, the City of Greenbelt, and 
just about anyone who has looked closely at the plan. 

What, then, are its flaws? Apparently gross violations of 
legal criteria that districts be compact, contiguous and roughly 
equivalent in population. Grosser violations of equity and fair 
play. By this plan the seats of incumbent female council mem¬ 
bers would be placed in jeopardy, and black representation 
would be held to 22% in a county where almost 40% of the 
population are black. The greatest indignity is the plan’s bla¬ 
tant nose-thumbing at community desires; for the plan adopted 
by the Commission bears only slight resemblance to any of the 
draft plans considered and commented upon in previous public 
hearings. 

If the plan goes through, Greenbelt would be severely 
damaged. It would be thrust into a district larger in popula¬ 
tion by 11.4% than the smallest district, thus making our rep¬ 
resentation necessarily more dilute. Far worse is the linking 
within the same district of Greenbelt, Bowie, and Upper Marl¬ 
boro — municipalities with diverse and often incompatible in¬ 
terests. The people of Greenbelt relate in interests and needs 
to other inner-Beltway communities — Riverdale, Berwyn 
Heights, New Carrollton, College Park. On the other hand, as 
past controversies over school issues have shown, Greenbelt and 
Bowie frequently are philosophically poles apart. 

This is why the proposed district — almost a perfect ver¬ 
sion of the salamander-like shape that the original Gerrymand¬ 
er created — is so contrary to our interest. With Bowie such 
a major population center, Greenbelt candidates would not have 
a breath of a chance to be elected to a county council seat, and 
the Bowie candidate would have little compulsion either to woo 
Greenbelt voters or to represent our interests. 

The County Council will hold a hearing on this plan Oc¬ 
tober 13 at 7:30 p.m. in the Hearing Room of the County Ad¬ 
ministration Building in Upper Marlboro. Here the people can 
exercise their own power. They can call for redress of this in¬ 
justice in the failure of county officials to produce an equitable 
plan. We need sometimes to remind ourselves and our officials 
where the final political power resides.

Open Letter 

Mr. Hervey Machen, Chairman 
Councilmanic Redistricting 
Commission 
Dear Mr. Machen; 

As a representative of the 24th 
legislative district, and specifical¬ 
ly the municipality of Greenbelt, 
I vehemently object to the plan 
for councilmanic districts this 
commission has chosen, and to the 
procedure by which it appears to 
have been drawn. 

Many Prince Georges County 
citizens, myself included, were 
lulled into complacency over the 
past six months by the wealth of 
citizen input your committee re¬ 
ceived, and felt that the result of 
this input would be a good com¬ 
promise councilmanic plan. Now 
it appears that all citizen partici¬ 
pation was in vain, all publicized 
criteria for districts abandoned, 
and that the plan brought forth, 
from all reports, only reflects the 
overriding concern of this com¬ 
mission to protect the seats of 
some councilmen, and to create 
an ideal future seat for certain 
commission members. 

In the case of Greenbelt, abso¬ 
lutely no consideration was given 
to the community of interest, 
which certainly does not lie with 
that of Bowie. Greenbelt, a com¬ 
munity mixture of homes, apart¬ 
ments and commercial zoning, 
has few problems in common with 
Bowie, a more residential com¬ 
munity, Greenbelt’s interests and 
problems are much more contig¬ 
uous with Berwyn Heights, Col¬ 
lege Park, Riverdale and Belts- 
ville, especially in matters of zon¬ 
ing and land use. Inclusion of 
Greenbelt in the same district as 
Bowie has the effect of denying 
Greenbelt representation in that 
governmental body making legis¬ 
lative decisions critical to thip 
community. 

Greenbelt also is justifiably con¬ 
cerned, as are all in proposed Dis¬ 
trict IV, about the 11.4% differ¬ 
ence between this district and the 
smallest district. This wide a dif¬ 
ference clearly indicates an inten¬ 
tion to further dilute the voting 
influence of Greenbelt and Bowie 
citziens. 

In my view, this plan also dis¬ 
criminates seriously against the 
black community. With the black 
population at 40%, it seems in¬ 
conceivable that this commission 
can endorse a plan that realisti¬ 
cally can only project a possibility 
of two black council seats. The 
Ennis plan, with a possibility of 
three seats and even the School 
Board plan, with which the coun¬ 
ty has lived for many years with¬ 
out Court challenge, provide bet¬ 
ter odds for black candidates. 

Another discriminatory aspect 
of the plan is the effect it will 
have upon women. Incumbent 
women will be opposing each oth¬ 
er or male incumbents and will 
surely come out the losers. The 
result will be to eliminate one fe¬ 
male council seat, possibly two. 

I strongly urge your reconsid¬ 
eration of this plan.

County Schools Expand 
Kindergarten Program 

The Prince Georges County 
Public School System has ex¬ 
panded a primary program that 
introduces kindergarten students 
to the names, sounds and forma¬ 
tion of each letter of the alphabet 
from 14 to 55 elementary schools 
this fall to provide five-year-olds 
with a more firm foundation for 
learning the basic skills. Includ¬ 
ed are Springhill Lake and Oak- 
crest, schools attended by Green¬ 
belt children. 

Using the multisensory tech¬ 
niques of teaching that are offer¬ 
ed by the Specific Language/- 
Reading Development (SL/RD) 
program, the kindergarten proj¬ 
ect will provide students with a 
more structured environment 
than previously available. While 
socialization skills and play ac¬ 
tivities will continue to be a ma¬ 
jor focus, all kindergarten stu¬ 
dents will learn the alphabet 
through multisensory teaching 
techniques such as daily letter 
and sound drill, trace-copy-recall 
and dictation. Teachers will also 
introduce youngsters to compon¬ 
ents of classical and children’s 
literature.

10th Graders Score 

Tenth grade students at the 
Prince Georges County Public 
Schools scored at or above the 
national average on five of eight 
subtests on the Comprehensive 
Test of Basic Skills last spring, 
with all systemwide averages 
within grade level and scores in 
language mechanics continuing 
to be a full year ahead of national 
norms. 

As a result of another examina¬ 
tion last spring, the percentage of 
students now in grades ten, elev¬ 
en and twelve who have achieved 
passing grades on the Maryland 
Functional Reading Test has in¬ 
creased 3 to 12 percent. Approxi-r 
mately 97 percent of this year's 
8,600 seniors have now achieved 
passing scores on the new gradu¬ 
ation requirement, as have 87% 
of 10th graders and 90% of 11th 
graders. 

Scores on achievement exams 
in general, moreover, have been 
linked again to the maintenance 
of a normal and uninterrupted 
sequence of instruction from 
grade to grade.

calls for close monitoring of 
past-due accounts and prompt ac¬ 
tion at specified dates. A series of 
letters have been prepared to send 
to members whose accounts are 
seriously delinquent. The letters 
inform them of the next steps 
GHI will take if accounts are not 
paid. About 3 percent of GHI's 
members are chronically late 
with payments, and in a few in¬ 
stances serious balances requiring 
legal action have occurred. Evic¬ 
tion is the ultimate step if a de¬ 
linquent account is not resolved. 
Formal procedures were also de¬ 
veloped for buying back a GHI 
home if a member has defaulted. 
Previously homes were bought 
back at rather favorable market 
prices. The new system calls for 
strict accounting of all damages 
and costs to GHI so that the cor¬ 
poration can recover all costs. 
The Board approved the delin¬ 
quent accounts procedures. 

In other matters the Board ap¬ 
proved referral to counsel of a 
siding color complaint, approved 
for first reading a contract for 
word processing equipment, and 
okayed a comprehensive review 
of corporate documents to be 
performed at the direction of 
GHI's counsel.
